You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said New Castle, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day 
of March, next, at ten of the clock, in the forenoon,. 
to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To hear the reports of agents, officers, and 
others heretofore chosen and to pass any vote in re- 
lation thereto. 


2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. The polls for the election of town officers 
shall open at ten of the clock, in the forenoon and shall 
not be closed before five of the clock, in the afternoon. 


8. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and to make appropriation for the same. 


4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to incur temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes for the year 1950, upon the credit of the town, 
to be repaid from taxes levied and assessed during 
the year 1950, as the same are collected. 


5. To see if the town will vote to allow a dis- 
count to be made to those persons who shall pay their 
taxes within a reasonable time after they receive notice 
of the taxes assessed against them and to fix the 
amount of the discount and the time within which 
such discount shall be allowed. 
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6. To see if the town will vote to elect or cause 
to be appointed a zoning commission, and establish 
the number of members thereof, to recommend a zon- 
ing ordinance for the town in conformity with the 
provisions of Revised Laws (1942) Chapter 51, sec- 
tions 50-71 and amendments thereto, with powers 
to study and recommend the boundaries of the various 
original districts and appropriate regulations to be 
enforced therein for the purpose of promoting the 
health, safety, morals and general welfare of the town 
and the inhabitants thereof. 


7. To see if the town will vote to participate 
in the promotional and publicity activities of the New 
Hampshire Seacoast Regional Development Associa- 
tion and to appropriate the sum of $90.00 therefor. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,000.00 for the payment of 
pensions to former school teachers for the year 1950. 


9. To see of the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to cause to be erected appropriate signs at 
appropriate places to indicate to strangers that they 
are entering the Town of New Castle and to raise 
and appropriate the necessary sums therefor. 


10. To see if the town will vote to purchase a 
page to be used for a brief history of the town in the 
history to be published by the New Hampshire Veter- 
an’s Association in connection with their 75th an- 
niversary and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$50.00 therefor. 


11. To see if the town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid from the State for the construction of town 
roads and to raise and appropriate a sum not exceed- 
ing $55.00 therefor. 


12. Shall the provisions of Chapter 171-A of the 
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Revised Laws relative to playing games of beano be 
adopted in this city or town? 


13. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
purchase of additional benches or chairs for seating 
facilities in the town hall, and if so, to raise and appro- 
priate the necessary sums of money therefor. 


14. To see if the town will vote to help the Ports- 
mouth Rehabilitation Center of the New Hampshire 
Society for Crippled Children and Handicapped Per- 
sons and to raise and appropriate the necessary sums 
of money therefor. 


15. To see if the town will vote to continue in 
office the Land Committee chosen at a special town 
meeting in December, 1949, and confer upon the mem- 
bership of said committee the power and authority to 
fill vacancies in the membership of said committee 
occasioned by resignation or otherwise. 


16. To transact any other business that may 
lawfully come before said meeting.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 





To the New Castle School Board: 


I herewith submit to you my twentieth report as 
superintendent of your schools. Enclosed will be the 
statistical report of the year 1948-1949, and the pupil 
enrollment in our local school, as well as a list of the 
pupils attending the Portsmouth public school during 
the current year. 


The present year began Wednesday, September 
7, 1949 with an enrollment of 37. Four pupils have 
entered since, making the present enrollment 41. There 
are, at the time of this report, 31 New Castle pupils 
in Portsmouth, five of whom are in the senior class. 

The Portsmouth district sends us reports of the 
work done by our graduates in its schools. The in- 
dividual parents also receive reports. I am sure the 
parents are pleased with the results shown. The 
work is consistently satisfactory and speaks well for 
our teachers. 

The report of Mrs. Lindsey, our school nurse, is 
enclosed. This year special care is to be given to 
hearing defects. Unless this is done every year or 
two, children suffering from hearing difficulties may 
be unnecessarily handicapped. When defects are 
found, they are reported to the teacher and also to 
‘the parent, for correction if possible. A new eye 
testing program is also planned. This consists of an 
improved set of cards which test sight under varing 
conditions. The results of several tests give a more 
accurate diagnosis than was formerly possible. 

Our music and art work is proving a pleasure for 
our children. It serves to offer a more closely par- 
allel course to that of the Portsmouth children with 
whom our pupils will be working in later years. 
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With the reduction of total state aid for education 
from $2,000,000.00 to $400,000.00, New Castle’s aid 
was reduced from $920.64, to $819.53. This was not 
serious, but does mean that the difference must be made 
up by local taxation. By order of the legislature, a 
new formula for distribution is to be developed. This 
leaves us in an uncertain position since we have no 
idea what state aid, if any, may be forthcoming next 
year. | 

The lower grade room in the school is crowded. If 
New Castle follows the usual trend of enlarged at- 
tendance, this condition will grow increasingly dif- 
ficult. As the larger grades move up through the 
school, both rooms will be faced with the same situa- 
tion. Modern education demands larger rooms. Space 
is now allowed for individual work by pupil groups. 
These groups should be able to move into their own 
section of the classroom for study together. A libra- 
ry corner also is considered a necessity in all class- 
rooms. 

Each room should be provided with a coat room 
as it is not well for clothing to be hung in classrooms. 
A crowed room adds to the difficulty of teaching three 
grades in the same room, since the recitations of one 
group must necessarily interfere somewhat with the 
study of other groups. A large room, with the reciting 
group at a distance from the other, would aid mater- 
ially toward better progress of all pupils. 

An activity room is an essential to a modern school 
program. <A_ suitable physical education program 
should be installed in all schools. This activity room 
would give opportunity for larger units of work. One 
good means of testing the ability to get meaning from 
that which is read is to “act out” the thought of the 
pasage read . It is in the activity room that the teachers 
can best study the individual characteristics of the 
children. The child who is socially maladjusted. can 
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be discovered best when engaged in informal activity. 
The self-centered child will reveal this tendancy while 
at play or while engaged in a definite project in which 
he must work with others. The recitation period is, 
of necessity, more of an individual process. Children 
must be taught to work together. It is by this group 
activity that they learn to adjust to each others char- 
acteristics. Although methods are informal, it is one 
of the best means by which the teachers studies the 
individual child. Each child has the right to be 
treated differently from any other child. The means 
by which one child learns may be far different from 
that by which another learns. 

Exercises in which the whole school participates 
are of value. For this purpose an activity room is 
essential. 

The time has come when a new school for New 
Castle should be carefully considered. A two-Class- 
room building with an activity room, suitable pro- 
vision for physical education, and visual education 
would be the minium required. To repeat, this room 
is all for development of the pupil. It is not a pur- 
poseless playroom, but an integral part of the school 
program. It leads to social adjustment of the pupils, 
to a more definite understanding of the pupil by the 
teacher and by his fellow pupils. Such experience 
is essential if we are to aid a child to take his part 
among his fellows. 

: For an efficient school board, for purposeful tea- 
chers and for a fine group of pupils, I wish to express 
my appreciation. It is a pleasure to work in New 
Castle.
